Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  for 
1968  on  the  health  and  Sanitary  conditions  in  your  area  as  requested  by  circular 
l/69  (Wales). 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE.  ACT  1947  SECTION  47 . 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  section  in  1968.  I am 
aware  of  the  conditions  under  which  many  elderly  people  are  living  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  home  help  organiser  I am  informed 
when  it  might  he  necessary  to  enforce  thus  section.  Section  47  deals  with  the 
removal  from  their  homes  of  people,  mostly  elderly,  who  are  unable  to  look  after 
themselves  and  are  not  receiving  help  from  other  people  and  are  living  in  such 
a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudical  to  their  health. 

HOUSING . 

During  the  year  Mr.  E.  Francis  - Jones  of  Aberystwyth  was  appointed  as  the 
Council's  architect. 

Llanbrynmair 

The  Council  has  waited  a very  long  time  for  the  4 bungalows  for  the  elderly 
at  Fynstay.  There  are  many  reasons  for  delay  - objections  by  the  Planning 
Authority  and  the  high  cost  of  building.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  still 
awaiting  approval  from  the  Welsh  Office. 

Cwmlline. 

Work  was  well  in  progress  on  the  erection  of  8 houses,  which  are  the  first 
in  the  district  to  be  built  to  Parker  Morris  standard. 


Aberhosan. 

Welsh  Office  approval  of  the  cost  of  6 Trusteel  houses  to  be  erected  at 
Aberhosan  is  awaited. 

The  site  has  been  purchased. 

Commins  Coch. 

The  district  valuer  has  failed  to  reach  agreement  with  the  owner  of  the 
land  on  which  it  was  proposed  to  build  and  negotiations  are  now  proceeding  to 
obtain  a smaller  site. 


Cemaes  Road. 

The  Council's  architect  was  instructed  to  prepare  a lay-out  plan  for 
10  houses  to  leave  a site  for  a Factory  Commission  house.  The  Education 
Authority  is  to  erect  an  Area  School  and  Community  centre  on  the  same  site. 

The  district  valuer  completed  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  site., 
Llanwrin. 

No  further  developments  are  reported  from  this  village  due  to  the  lack 
of  sewerage  facilities. 


Penegoes . 

There  is  no  progress  to  report  in  this  village  either  because  of  lack 
of  adequate  sewerage  facilities. 

Winllan  Cottages,  Llanbrynmair. 

The  Council  purchased  3 cottages  and  are  bringing  them  up  to  modern 
standards.

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Penegoes . 


Plans  were  prepared  and  approved  for  the  improving  of  the  4 old 
Council  houses  in  this  village.  It  is  proposed  to  provide  sanitation  and 
drainage  in  these  houses , and  this  was  to  discharge  into  the  existing 
septic  tank  draining  the  the  8 Swedish  houses. 

Private  Building. 

10  bungalows,  1 house  and  1 farm  house  were  built. 

11  discretionary  and  2 standard  grants  were  made  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

Esgairgeliog 

The  new  sewerage  works  was  completed  in  this  village. 


Penegoes,  Forge  and  Felingerrig. 

Although  it  has  been  proposed  that  sewerage  from  these  villages 
would  be  drained  into  the  sewerage  disposal  works  of  the  Machynlleth 
Urban  District,  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  Council  had  still  not  decided 
to  go  ahead  with  the  reconstruction  of  this  works.  So  there  is  still 
delay  However  negotiations  were  completed  between  the  distribt  valuer 
and  the  owners  of  the  land  for  the  pumping  sites  for  Penegoes  ana 
Fellingerng  but  not  yet  for  Forge. 


Derwenlas. 

The  engineers  had  not  submitted  their  amended  scheme  for  this 
village.  In  the  meantime  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  villagers 
llZ  * l UDSatiSmJCtnry  effluent  **om  the  septic  tank  draining  the  8 
l^OU3tS\Tue  Co?ncil  has  on  a method  of  dealing  with 

this  effluent  which  ct nld  be  incorporated  in  the  new  scheme  for  the  whole 
village  when  it  materialises.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  third  stage  of  the  Comprehensive  scheme  to  supply  Talerddig, 
Darowen,  Melinbarhedyn,  Talywern,  Aberhosan  and  Abercegir  was  commenced  by 
the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  1968  there  were  32  live  births  which  gives  a rate  of  12.17  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  17.60  in  1967 . The  national  birth  rate 
was  16. 9.  There  was  no  home  confinements,  no  still-births  and  no 
premature  births,  and  7 illegitimate  births. 

There  was  no  infant  deaths.  There  were  42  deaths  from  all  causes, 
which  gives  a rate  of  15-97  per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.86  in 
1967>  the  national  average  being  11. 9 per  1,000  population. 

18  deaths  accured  after  the  age  of  7$  years.  20  deaths  were  due 
to  heart  disease  and  8 deaths  due  to  various  forms  of  malignant  disease.

LLANIDLOES. 

No  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  1968, 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register  - this  was  due  to  recovery  and  was 
a man  who  was  58  in  195$  when  he  was  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

Immunisation  Procedures. 

During  1968  it  was  possible  to  offer  vaccination  against  measles 
and  it  will  be  the  practise  to  carry  out  this  injection  at  the  age  of  12  to 
16  months. 


It  is  now  possible  to  offer  protection  against,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  measles,  small  pox  and  tuberculosis 
the  latter  being  offered  as  a routine  procedure  at  13  years.
